VACANCY

Selective Service has come to 
be the rule in the choice of city 
trustees, the latest man to lie 
drafted being Newman Essick. 
Mr. Essick was appointed last 
Vht to till the vacancy caused 
|j^‘the resignation of Col. W. II. 
^^Rabit'd, to serve until the next 
HH^ilar election. 

Other business for the even¬ 
ing having been disposed of, the 
filling of the vacancy within the 
thirty-day limit was brought up 
by Attorney Baker. The next 
regular meeting will not be held 
until after that period has ex¬ 
pired, it was necessary to act 
last night or hold a special ad¬ 
journed session. None of the 
trustees had any candidates to 
offer and there was not a soli¬ 
tary citizen without the railing 
to offer a suggestion. 

Trustee Saunders expressed a 
willingness to hand the plum to 
Mr. Essick. Chairman Mitchell 
was under the impression that 
he was out of town and someone 
else reported that he was sick. 

“In either case,” said Trustee 
Tarr, "he is helpless and we can 
do to him what the rest of you 
did to me when 1 was out of 
town.” 

And so the board voted to a]>- 
point Mr. Essick to fill the va¬ 
cancy and then delegated Mr. 
Tarr to phone the victim and in¬ 
vite him down to the city hall 
to be sworn in. The delicate way 
in which he performed that duty 
brought forth the remark that 
President Wilson would find in 
him a valuable addition to the 
diplomatic corps. Messrs. Tarr 
and Saunders went after Mr. Es¬ 
sick with an auto, brought him 
to the city hall and he was duly 
sworn in, but gave warning that 
he was making no promises as 
to how long he would serve. The 
last act of the board before ad¬ 
journing was to pass a few bills, 
on which the roll call revealed 
the fact that the new member’s 
name is nearest to the head of 
-zthe a^bhabet and he has the 
distinction of casting the first 
vote on all roll calls.

Back Taxes Due 

Attorney Baker said he had 
examined the law and the fran¬ 
chise of the Sierra Madre Tel. 

Tel. Co., and there was no 
question but that the company 
was liable for the tax of 2 per 
cent on its annual gross earn¬ 
ings. He said President Farman 
had expressed a willingness to 
comply with the law and pay up 
the taxes in arrears. 

This tax has not been paid 
since the adoption in 1914 of the 
existing state law providing for 
the taxation of corporaions by 
the state exclusively. The com¬ 
pany’s attorney at the time took 
the position that that amend- 
men relieved the company of all 
local taxes and his claim was ac¬ 
quiesced in by the city attorney 
at that time. The amount due 
the city for back taxes was es¬ 
timated to be about $700. 

MERTON H. CLARK 

INFLUENZA VICTIM 

News that Merton H. Clark 
had passed away during the 
night came as a shock to the en¬ 
tire community Sunday morn¬ 
ing. He was the first and so far 
the only victim in Sierra Madre 
of the terrible epidemic of influ¬ 
enza. As is commonly the case, 
the influenza developed into 
pneumonia which proved more 
than equal to the best medical 
skill obtainable. The illness last¬ 
ed but a few days. 

Seldom has the community 
been so moved by a death as by 
this breaking off of a life just 
approaching the prime of young 
manhood, and the consequent 
separation of the young family. 
Merton Clark was one of Sierra 
Madre’s own boys, being the son 
of Mr. and Mrs. C. M. Clark. He 
grew up in Sierra Madre, attend¬ 
ed the Sierra Madre grammar 
school and Pasadena high school. 
He married Miss Mildred Sher¬ 
man, the daughter of T. M. Sher¬ 
man, and to them was born a 
little son, Robert, who is named 
for his father’s younger brother, 
Corp. Robert L. Clark, now with 
the 117th Engineers in France. 
Mr. Clark had worked at various 
branches of the auto and garage 
business, but for two years or 
more had been employed by the 
Valvoline Oil Company of Los 
Angeles, lie was always popular 
among the young people, was 
one of the original members of 
the present Sierra Madre band, 
and had been active in many 
other local affairs. 

Simple funeral services were 
held on Monday, being conduct¬ 
ed by Rev. C. C. Wilson. On 
account of epidemic precautions 
only the family and a few close 
friends could be present. The 
remains were laid to rest in the 
Sierra Madre cemetary.

INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC 

ON THE WANE HEBE 

Although it has taken it toll 
of one life in Sierra Madre, the 
influenza epidemic seems to have 
passed its crest here. No severe 
new cases seem to be developing 
and practically all of those re¬ 
ported as really serious are said 
to be well on the road to recov¬ 
ery. That there were not more 
cases here was probably due to 
the prompt action of the Board 
of Health in closing all public 
gatherings until further notice. 

One result of the epidemic in 
the cities, especially 1-os Ange¬ 
les and Long Beach, has been to 
send thousands of people to the 
mountains for a vacation and to 
seek refuge from the disease, 
which seems to be a “crowd” 
disease, in the open air of the 
trails and canyons, and the free¬ 
dom of cabin life. Botli the Can 
yon Park tract and the Big San¬ 
ta Anita have had crowds ap¬

Organization for United War 

Work Campaign Now Being 
Formed Here

Never before in the history of 
the world has there been so 
spectacular an example of the 
supreme importance of morale 
as is now being presented on the 
western front. The forces that 
conront each other are not wide¬ 
ly dissimilar in number or 
equipment. Yet one army is 
constantly withdrawing and the 
other irresistably moving for¬ 
ward. The difference is spelled 
in a single word—morale. 

Now that the Liberty Loan is 
safely over the top, there is one 
more task for the American 
people—to provide the comforts 
of life for American boys 
through the United War Work 
Campaign which has, for the 
purpose of raising funds, amal¬ 
gamated the seven organizations 
doing welfare work for the Sol¬ 
diers and Sailors—the Y.M.C.A., 
Y.W.C.A., K. of C., War Camp 
Community Service,Jewish Wel¬ 
fare Board, American Library 
Assn., and Salvation Army. 

Indispensibie Service 

It is the service rendered by 
these organizations that makes 
for the splendid morale of the 
American armies. General Per¬ 
shing, in a recent letter com¬ 
menting on the work of these 
agencies, quoted with approval 
the statement of one of his col¬ 
onels who said, “Give me nine 
men who have a hut to spend 
their evenings in, and 1 will have 
u better fighting force than 
ten men would be without it.” 

Dr. John R. Mott, director of 
the United War Work campaign, 
says: 

“If it is worth twenty-four 
billion dollars to keep our boys 
under aims next year, surely it 
is worth a hundred and seventy 
million and more to add ten per 
cent to their lighting edge to 
bring victory nearer. This is 
the appeal of the seven united 
war work agencies to America 
and particularly to those four 
million homes where service 
flags fly. 

“Viewed as a total sum, $170, 
r.00,000 seems gigantic, but di¬ 
vide it by the four million men 
who will be under arms in out- 
army and navy during the per¬ 
iod it is expected to cover and it 
means less than fifteen cents a 
day per man. 

“Surely there is no father or 
mother or friend of a soldier or 
any other patriot in this great 
country who will say that fifteen 
cents a day is too much to spend 
! on his church, his home, his li¬ 
brary. bis theater, his club, over 
there.” 

The United War Work Cam¬ 
paign is being made at the re¬ 
quest of President Wilson. The 
budget allowed each organiza¬ 
tion for the particular work al¬ 
lotted to it, has been approved 
by the War Department and the 
sum of them all is the total to 
be raised during the campaign, 
which will l>e conducted from 
Nov. 11 to 18, inclusive. 

Arthur Johnson Jr., has been 
appointed chairman of the cam¬ 
paign committee in Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, by II. M. Haldeman, chair¬ 
man for Los Angeles County. 
The local committee will be or¬ 
ganized for the whirlwind 8-day 
campaign. The exact quota for 
Sierra Madre is not known. The 
quota for California is said to be 
$4,688,750.

With two stars in her Honor 
Flag, Sierra Madre wound up 
the Fourth Liberty Loan cam¬ 
paign with colors flying. Eeach 
star represents an over-sub¬ 
scription equal to 50 per cent ol 
the quota. 

Although the quota was sur¬ 
passed in the first few days of 
the campaign, the most san¬ 
guine of the workers did not ex¬ 
ited. the final figures to reach 
such a total, which is nearly 
$4,000 in excess of the total for 
the Third Liberty Loan, which 
was regarded as phenomenal.

It hns been estimated by nuthorlties 
that « man weighing 170 pounds, wear¬ 
ing No. 8 shoes, creates n pressure of 
14 pounds to the square Inch of surface 
where he steps. A horse weighing 1.* 
400 pounds creates a pressure of ap¬ 
proximately 18 to 33 pounds per 
square Inch under bis hoofs while pull¬ 
ing tin average load. A tractor weigh¬ 
ing In the neighborhood of 1,800 pounds 
exerts a pressure only about ten 
pounds to the square Inch.

War Time Sweeteners 

A MERICA has several excellent war time Bweet-

They are maple sugar, syrups, honey and 
A* molasses and may be used in preparing des-

ill)' J to replace a cup of sugnr the liquid in the 

HQ>St’.recipes should be decreased one-fourth. 

One-third of 4 cupful of sugar is equivalent 
teSnaRduCSsri to one-third of a cup of honey, about one- 
half cup of svrup and about one-half cup of corn sugar. 
One-fourth or a cup of sugar is equal to about one-half 
cup of syrup or one-third cup of corn sugar. One table¬ 
spoon of sugar is equal to one tablespoon of honey, about 
one and one-half tablespoons of syrup and one and one- 
third tablespoons of corn sugar. 

Sugar may be saved by the use of raisins, dates, figs, 
dried pears and fruit pastes used on the breakfast cereals. 

Fruit marmalades, butters and jellies should be used 
to take the place of the ordinary sweetening at a meal and 
not as accessories to it. Fruits may be preserved without 
sugar. It may be added when sugar is more plentiful. 

Preserving demands this year a thin syrup instead of a 
heavy syrup. 

If sugar is used one-half of the amount may be replaced 
by another sweetener. 

Drying is a means of preserving (without sugar) ap¬ 
ples, cherries, strawberries and black caps. 

When ready to use they may have added the needed 
sugar in the form of a syrup. When sugar is more plentiful 
fruit juices may be made into jellies or may be used as 
fruit juices with or without sugar, as beverages, fruit 
gelatins and frozen desserts. 

Fresh fruits supply the place of sugar in the diet. They 
should be used freely. Desserts where sugar is scarce 
may be made of gelatins, junkets, custards, puddings and 
cakes.
